The Foster Furniture company, 
John M. Miller, Qriebel k Bon, and the 
many other smaller dealers, yearly buy 
furniture enough to ran a factory em- 
ploying three hundred men, Theio 
firms buy outside of Fort Wayne, pay- 
ing high freights, running all risks of 
breakoge, simply because they oannol 
help themselves.
